There’ is probably no affliction to which 
humanity is liable which excites so little 
aynipathy as deafness... Every oné helps 
‘the Jame, and even.criminala affect to 
respovt thé blind, but deafness too often 
wouries pity out. Unless it is total, and; 
therefore, accompanied by a partial failure, 
of uttorauce, it doce sivt atrike- those who 
have uot felt it as an unendurable or even 
very. painful -misfortune, while it involves 
a tax upon.all bystanders which to many 
[organizations is exquisitely annoying. .It 
is- positive sufléring to-many persous— 
suntware that a slight compression of the 
larynx will double or treble the impact of 
their speech—to talk for any time to a deaf 
person; aud they often fail in ‘their own 
winds to-distinguish between the physical 
defect aud mental stupidity. Even where 
this feeling, is absent.meu in possession of 
their full senses often fail to recognize the 
immensity of the loss: involved in-even 
partial deafness, the enormous deduction it 
makes from the aufferer’s powers of action, 
of : agquisition;. and of. enjoyment. .To 
realize those: things fully it would seom 
necessary to be deaf, and as the writer 
happened recently to fall for a week or so 
into that condition, having -been deaf just 
long enough to analyze. his sensations 
without acerbity, he thinks.bis experience 
may -be of sumo interest to readers of the 
Spectator, 25 : 

The deafuess cams on suddenly after a 
severe cold, was nenrly complete in one ear, 
and though less complete in the other, was 
still sufficient to reduce the tutal: power of 
hearing to'an extent which seemed to him- 
self incredible. ~ The first sensation, unques- 
tionably, was one-of intellectual, or rather 
of uervous relief, —a feving us if the nerves 
had suddenly become stronger, or life in 
some mysterious way lighter to“bear. To 
begin with, that roar of London, that cénse- 
leas breaking of the waves of.sound upon’ a 
shoré of brags of which no Londoner ever 
-veases' to be conscious, and which-has of Inte 
years been inoreased:'at least. one third by 
thie gradual conversion of our atreets into

‘The’ deaf. man, 
too, being less restrained at home, ‘becomes 
conscious within very few -hqurs that he is

OUTRAGES ON AMERICANS AT. 
’ MONTEREY, MEXi00, 
A letter to the: New York “Commercial 
Advertiser, dated Brownsville, Texas, April 
26th says: The following, which I forward 


you. by special express from this city to |” 


Brazos de Santiago, contsins particulars of 
the most flagrant outrages ever perpetrated 
upon American citizens: by any’ people on 
this. continent, By the dilligouco which 
aarived at Matamoras last night from Mon- 
lerey, came Ferris Potter,’a clerk in the 
United States. Quartermaster’s Department 
at this post, Potter left. Monterey on the 
morning of the 24th. instant, at 8 o’clock. 
He furnishes your correspindent with the 
following particulars of a most unprecedent 
outrage: Un ‘Tucsday.in one of-the principal 
streots ‘of’ Mouterey, Ernest. Serchardt, 
Ferris -H. Potter, Samuel B, Katurins, 
James Montgomery, Zaptha and Rica,- six 
Amorican gentlemen and ‘merchants of ‘this 
city, were arrested by a squad of the city 
police, by order of Seuor Darila, Secretary 
of Governor Trevine, Davila gave the order 
from the balcony of the Governor's’ palice. 
Thoy were dolivéred to the: Captain of Po- 
lice and imprisoned in a calaboose. The 
cell into which they were, thiust was low 
aud filthy and contained already. about 
seventy: of the very scm. and .dregs 
of Mexican lépero -criminala and. yaga- 
bonda. They passed a. miserablo un- 
comfortable night. On the morning of 
the 22nd instant two of tho. six Ame-- 
rican geatlomen were ordered by the police 
to carry out and empty a ttib containing the 
accunnilated filth aud offal uf the preceding 
24 hours, On refusing to comply with the 
beastly comuiand, the jailer directed a con. 
victed felon to lash ‘them with a cowhide 
whichas the same time he (the jailor) hande 
him. This the felon obeyed with delight 
and vim. - He struck one of the two gentle- 
‘men several hard blows, in quick succession 


gutting through his clothes and. Incorating 


his body until blood ‘flowed. «Finding that 
coutinued -resistunce to the pecty despit 
and tyrant would result iu a serious. man- 
ner, perliaps death, then -arel there, the 
gentlemen took the tb from the cell into 
the yard-and emptied it—thus performing 
a disgusting “menial job...
